The teachers and trustees are requested 
to co-operate in carrying out the proper 
observations of these reauirements.

The following article of the terriMa 
accident of Mr. and Mrs. J. R. Dyn 
will be sadly learned by their Spriar- 
fleld friends. Mr. and Mra. Dye are 
cousins of Mr. and Mi*. C. H. Bohan¬ 
non, of this place, and visited her* a 
short time ago: 

Waisaw. ImL. Aug. 26, 19(».-Mr. 
and Mrs. J. R. Dye, who came to thia 
city about three weeks ago from Pens 
|vho made their home in the rear 
suite of rooms above the Daily Union 
office, were tembly burned on Tueadnj 
evening as the result of stnking a m»»el» 
in a room filled with gas. The aecid«rt 
occurred about 9:30 o’clock, while Mr. 
and Mra. Dye prepared to retire. The 
exploeion, which accompanied the ligdit' 
mg of the match, could be heard for 
several blocks, and many people hurriod 
to Ue scene. 

Mr. and Mra. Dye had just come hoaa 
and aa they were preparing to iretiiai. 
remarked about the strong odor of gna. 
Mr. and Mrs. John Wainwright,. who 
had movM mto the front part ot 
the flat Uaring the day. and who 
were the only other tenants of the 
second floor, also noticed the smell oi 
gas and the two families had mentioned 
but a few minutea before the ex- 
ploekm occarred. In fact Mr. and Mra. 
Wamwright and Mr. and Mia. Dye had 
walked to the rear of the ball with an 
oil lamp in the hope of flndiiqt what 
caused the smell, but were not able to 
locate the trouble. A minute lator 
Dye was heard to say, "A nerson can 
hardly exoeet to live in thia." Atabont 
the same time he stmek A match and 
the explosion followed. 

The flames shot out m all direchc, 
so that it looked as if the entire building 
was ablaze. The ball ia said to have boon 
filled wito tiamea m spite of the fact 
that when Wainwright ruabed to the 
room in which the explosion occarred ha 
found the door shut, probably having 
been blown shut by the force of the ex¬ 
ploding gaa. 

Mrs. Dye was attired only m a nigfat 

ress and this was badly burned. Her 
hair was in a blase and was extinguished 
bv Wainwrigb only after it had becw 
badly burned. She was burned abont 
the face and head, arms and feet; in 
fact, her entire body is painfully injured 
by fire. She suffered the moat pahs 
from the burns about her eyeo, which I 
were completely swollen shut by Wed¬ 
nesday morning. 

Mr. Dye was even more aeveraiy 
burned than his wife, and may suffer 
permanent injury as the result. He moto
